Were we to conſider the ſeveral mer- 
cics;: favours and dehverances God has be- 
ſtowed upon us, the time would fail us to 
ſpeak of them.

purely and ſolely Fanarical? that the ſeveral

of thoſthat ſo juſtly ſuffer'd for this Cauſe, 
have given ſufficient demonſtration of their 
extraordinary: ſorrow for their deſigns and 
practices, let - any. impartial man conſider. 
When men come to dye, cſpecially in their 
ſtrength and vigour, they have then more 
abundant adyantages to conſider and un- 
derſtand their Caſe and - Condition ; but 
have you known them then to deal plain- 
ly and freely as becomes ſuch a ſtate and cir- 
cumſtances? or do we not find, in the Sc- 
cond place,: Excuſes and Palliations inſtead, 
of true forrow and Repentance? and as is 
faid of a great one among them, we find.

Now ſceing that 
many or moſt of them arc ſo. induſtrious 
in excuſing  themſc]ves or' others, and take 
hold of any little opportumty, either to 
juſtifie- or -extenuate their crimes; This is 
r00 great a'{ign of an mmpcnitent: or relent- 
leſs Jars, For the true and finecre peni- 
tent, is more,induſtrious. to diſcover and 
aggravate, 'than to hide or leflen his ſin; 
in 7his confiſts the true nature and comfort 


of Repentance, If therefore you. are Con-

ſcjous to your ſelves, or we find-any to. be
